Nursing Home Care

in the United States today, 
nearly nine out of ten nurs- 
ing home residents are over 
65, and 55 of every 1,000 
persons ir. this age group are 
residents of nursing homes. 

Although these “nursing 
home” residents are of Medi- 
care age, there’s a good 
chance Medicare isn't paying 
for their stay. 

Medicare qualifies certain 
nursing homes as “skilled 
nursing facilities" or SNF’s 
— extensions of hospitals. 
in fact, Medicare hospital 
insurance helps pay for care 
only if afl cf five key condi- 
tions exist. 

1, You must have been in a 
hospital at least three days 
in a row (not counting the 
day of discharge) before you 
transfer to a skilled nursing 
facility. 

2. You must be transferred 
to the “SNF” because you 
require care for a condition 
which was treated in the 
hospital. 

3. You must be admitted 
to the “SNF” within a short 
time (generally 14 days) after 
you leave the hospital. 

4, A doctor must certify 
that you need and actually 
receive skilled nursing or 
skilled rehatilitation servic- 
esona daily basis. 

5. The “SNF's"” Utilization 
Review Committee or a Pro- 
fessional Standards Review 
Organization (PSRO) does 
not disapprove your stay. 

By skilleU nursing care, 
Medicare means care that 
can only be performed by, or 
under the supervision of, 


licaneed ny 


Skilled rehabilitation servic- 
es may include physical, 
occupational or speech ther- 
apy, but in any case only 
under the general direction 
of a doctor. 

Folks in nursing homes 
who are not covered by 
Medicare are generally there 
for what Medicare considers 
“custodial care,” or for skill- 
ed care on an occasional 
basis like once or twice a 
week, And, there are some 
specific items Medicare ex- 
cludes tor all recipients like 
television, telephone, private 
duty nurses, and extra charg- 
es for a private room (unless 
your doctor says you must 
have it). 

When your stay ina “SNF” 
is covered by Medicare, the 
hospital insurance will pay 
for up to 100 days. If you 
leave a “SNF” and are re-ad- 
mitted within 14 days, you 
do nuvi fave io have & new 
three-day stay in a hospital. 
and you can use what's left 
of your 100 Medicare days.

However, for eacn siay 
(also called a benefit period) 
Medicare pays for al! covered 
services for the first 20 days. 


After that it pays all except. 


$18.00 a day. 

This daily allowance takes 
care of your semi-private 
room, your meals, regular 
nursing services, rehabilita- 
tion services, drugs furnish- 
ed by the “SNF”, medical 
and supplies and the use 
(but not personal purt: hase) 
of equipment like a wheel- 
chair. Items of durable medi- 
cal equipment are covered in 
certain instances only for 
use in the patient's home, 
not a skilled nursing facility. 

Your doctor bills while you 
are ina “SNF” are paid for by 
Medicare the same as if you 
were ina hospital. The medi- 
cal insurance {Part B) por- 
tion of Medicare provides 
this coverage. 

You should always make 
sure that ihe persons or 
organizations providing ser- 
vices are approved for Medi- 
care payments. They are 
termed “Medicare Participat- 
ing.” If you are not sure, ask 
them. 

Think about nursing home 
care early. It's a facr that 
many families do not think 
about “extended care faciti- 
ties" or which one they 
would choose until the deci- 
sion is upon them. At that 
iime the patient is offen too 
sick iu iaké part in the selec- 
tion. 

If an older person can find 
a nursing home he likes 
before he needs one, he is 
more secure about his future 
and tends to be happier 
when he actually enters the 
facility. 

Shopping around in ad- 
vance also will forewarn you 
of any financial surprises.

As chantor fifteen gave us the 
view in Heaven as the fast phase 
of God's judgment on earth is 
Prepared, even so, in chapter 
sixteen we shall study the exe- 
cution of this judgment upon 
the earth. The scene will shift 
from Heaven to earth after the 
great voice from the heavenly 
throne of God commands the 
seven angels of judgment: “Go 
your ways, and pour out the 
vials of the wrath of God upon 
the earth.”

The first vial or bowl judg- 
ment will bring terrible sores 
upon all unsaved persons who 
will have received the mark of 
the beast and worshipped him.

The second vial «i bowl 
judgment wil! bring a piague of 
death to all oceans and isrupt 
all fresh water suppl The 
oceans will become “os the 
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this will be the death of ail 
marine life, ‘and every living 
suul died In the sea.” We carmot 
describe the unbearable stench 
of rotten blood and millions of 
tons of dead fish in the oceans. 
The effect upon world com- 
merce will be devastating as all 
shipping stops. The multiplied 
ecological and disease prob- 
lems stagger the imagination. 

The third vial or bowl! judg- 
ment will turn all the rivers and 
springs of fresti water into 
blood. This blood will be drink- 
able, verse 6, therefore we may 
safely assume it will be fresh 
blood. Every flowing spring and 
river bringing fresh blood into 
the rotten blood of the oceans. 

Unsaved people immediately 
raise a question concerning 
God's righteousness as He 
orders such horror upon mil- 
lions of human beings.

How many times have you said, or heard, “schools have reaily 
changed since | went to school." This statement is correct. Schools 
have changed in recent years and so has the family life structure, 
society, industry and even our churches. This is all called progress. 
Whether we agree with this so-called progress or not, we could not 
crovent its grawth, The schools, as the other agencies, must live 
wilh this new philosophy which brings about a deep concern of 
mine as the Middie School building Principal dealing with the 
changing tiie progress, and move personally, student discipline in 
the schools. 

The number one probiem of all public schools, according to 
the American public, is their lack of discipline. And, | might add, 
discipline has headed the list of the schools’ most important 
problems for at least the last six years, according to our,national 
survey, 

The discipiine iiai ulost pecpie have in Mad is “a Matter of 
obeying rules, respecting the authority of teachers and school 
administrators and being considerate of fellow students who wish 
to learn in a peaceful atmosphere.” 

{t would be unfair to deal with the problem of discipline 
without first pointing out that the schools are a victim of an era 
wnen iack of respect fur wuies and for authority is universal, (The 
Permissive Era was not ushered in by the schools but by the public, 
the parents of our students.) | question the degree to which the 
schools should bear responsibility for the behavioral probiems of 
our students today, One thing is certain, however. Regardless of 
whose fauii it is, the schools are suffering and will continue ta 
suifer unless corrective measures are taken to restore respect for 
the teachers and administrators and to assure that rules and 
regulations are properiy observed. 

{a order for educators to teach discipline or in better terms, 
self discipline, parents must rise and support their schools, this 
includes the teachers and administrators. | personally feet it is 
imperative for the schools and for the parents to form a closer 
alliance to enforce the discipline of our youngsters.

Chief Justice Warren Burger pointed 
out that 13 states originally had such a 
ban, but 11 have voluntarily eliminated 
if, and the laws in Maryland and now 
Tennessee have been invalidated. He 
noted the First Amendment prohibits a 
State from establishing a religion, or 
from interfering with the free exercise of 
religious belief. 

“In all but a few states the selection 
Or rejection of clergymen for public 
office soon came to be viewed as 
something safely left to the good sense 
and desires of the people,” Justice 
Burger wrote. 

Did you realize you can be in politics 
and still be holy? The United States 
Supreme Court says so. 

lt happened in a recent Supreme 
Court decision which struck down 
Tennesse's provision that clergy could 
not hold public office because, as the 
wire service repos put it, “politics 


might affect their dedication to God and 


the care of souls.” 

That’s beside the point, the court 
ruled, because such a ban infringes on 
freedom of religious affiliation; and 
besides, it’s not necessarily so. 

“The American experience provides 
no persuasive support for the fear that 
clergymen in public office will be less 
careful of anti-establisnment (of reti- 
gion) interests or less faithful to their 
oaths of civil office than their unor- 
dained counterparts.” 

Good enough; politics can use all the 
spiritual help it can get, in Tennessee or 
elsewhere.

Not only are we happy to know that 
religion and politics can go hand-in- 
hand, as Justice Burger has indicated, 
but we aiso are just as happy to realize 
that raligionists such as Editor Casserly 
can use humor in dealing with the likes 
of Madalyn Murray O'’Hair.
